Vitamin A is essential for the 
health of the mucou s membran¬ 
es of the eyes, nose, throat, sin¬ 
uses, bronchial tubes, oesophag¬ 
us, stomach, intestinal tract, 
and the genito-urinary passages. 

The lack of Vitamin A in the 
diet causes eye trouble and tend¬ 
ency to infections. 

The following foods give you 
vitamin A: Pasteurized milk, 
cream and butter, colored veget 
able s such a s spinach, carrots, 
leaf letuce, eggs, liver and kid¬ 
ney. 

The distribution of vitami n A 
is very wide, and it is also very 
abundant. If your diet contains 
a pint of pasteurized milk a day, 
butter, and two vegetables be¬ 
sides potato, as well as an egg 
a day, you will certainly be re- 
ceivng an adequate supply of 
vitamin A. 

Vitamins Bl and B2 are nec¬ 
essary for the nerves, skin, and 
the normal burning up of sug¬ 
ars and starches i n the body. 

The lack of vitamins Bl and 
B2 results in neuritis. A lack of 
these vitamisg also results in 
constipation. 

The following foods give you 
vitamirs Bl and B2: Most veget 
ables and fruits, particularly 
peas, beans and lentile, whole 
grain cereals, egg yolk, liver 
and kidney. 

Vitamin Bl is widely but rot 
abundantly distribute^. W c 
must watch carefully to see that 
we get an adequate supply of it. 
This vitamin is abundant in 
wheat germ and yeast. Unfort¬ 
unately, vitamin Bl is water 
soluble. If an excessive amount 
ot water is used in cooking, as 
high as 90 p.c. of this vitamin 
may be thrown away in the 
cooking water.

CREDIT 

It belongs to you—the community 

does not own it. 

* * 

BANKS live by lending. 

That is their major source of income, their 
principal business. They are always on the lookout 
for good risks. I hey have to avoid poor ones. 

Let us give an instance. Suppose, say, a man 
seeking a bank loan, is known to the hanker as 
having no business capacity to carry out the pur¬ 
poses for which lie wants the money. He is not 

credit-worthy he has accumulated nothing, has 
no stake. 

The hanker , anxious though hr is to make Ioann , 
knous there in not the remotest chanre that thin man 
iron lit nurrcerl in Ins pur pone nml tells the would-be 
borrower that the hank cannot take the risk. 


But this man has a friend—a 
man who has accumulated some¬ 
thing and has a stake. Hearing 
of his neighbour's difficulty, he 
goes to the hank and urges that 
the loan he made. 

“Whose money would you 
have me lend him?** asks the 
manager. "You have a deposit 
here. Would you lend your own 
money ?” 

“Not on your life," retorts 
Mr. Blank. “Lend him the 
hank's money.** 

the hank manager, as custo¬ 
dian of this very man's own 
money, then takes pains to 
point out that what the sub¬ 
stantial citizen is rcall\ expect¬ 
ing, is that the hank should 
make a loan which the citizen's 
own common mise and caution 
would compel him to refuse. 

Before such a man leaves the 
hank he usually agrees that lie 
had exported the bank to lend 
where lie himself would he un¬ 
willing. Banks have no magic 
source of credit. 

Here is the core of the whole 
business of a hank's extending 
credit. Because of the hank's 
responsibility to its depositors 
it ran make loans only where 
repayment is reasonably cer¬ 
tain. 

To obtain a loan from a hank 
a borrower must have credit of 
his owu. Seldom, if ever, is his 
credit spendable. 1 on cannot 
spend cattle, goods in process of 
manufacture, uncaiight fish, un¬ 
cut timber, or wheat in the 
granary. 

The hank has credit too. 
Millions of small depontors 
have, in effect, lent it their 
money. A percentage of this 
money, based on hank experi¬ 
ence of withdrawals, is kept in 
cash, some more in items of a 
cash nature, more still in assets 
quickly convertible into cash, 
and more in safe investments 
such as marketable government 
and other bonds. Based upon 
this, the hank can extend credit. 

Because people ha\c confi¬ 
dence in hank credit, and be¬ 
cause every promLc-to-pay of a 


chartered hank is redeemable in 
cash, on demand, or on a fixed 
date, this form of credit is 
spendable. 

In the rase of the borrower, 
credit is the |H‘rsonal possession 
or attribute of the individual— 
you yourself, if you are the bor¬ 
rower — in character, goods, 
|M)sscftsions, integrity, abilitv 
ami willingness to repay. 

3 our credit is not social, in 
the sense of belonging to the 
community. W lien you have 
credit, it is your own just as 
your money in a savings ac¬ 
count is \ our own. The |>eople 
at large have no ronrcivanle 
claim upon it. 

Who monetizes credit ? 

I lie answer for all practical 
purposes is this: The man who 
owns and therefore controls his 
credit takes the initiative. The 
hank does not go to him. lie 
goes to tin* hank and asks it to 
enable him to obtain credit in 
spendable form in exchange for 
his own unspendahle credit. 

I he hank does so; and charges 
him a rental in the form of 
interest, until lie repays. 

What happens when he se¬ 
cures this credit in spendable 
form ? 

lie spends it. 

He pays the wages of labour, 
I be cost of raw materials and of 
manufacture; lfie cos! of peed, 
of feed for hogs and cattle, or 
the expenses of cultivating and 
harvesting; of buying bait or 
catching fish; of cutting trees or 
transporting goods. 

I lie whole hanking process is 
made possible by the concentra¬ 
tion and cautious handling of 
other people's money. 

Banks simply dare not risk 
their own solvency and so jeo¬ 
pardize the safety of their de¬ 
positors funds, by making loans 
to people w ho have neither char¬ 
acter nor credit nor by mak¬ 
ing loans even to those who 
have both, without taking every 
reasonable precaution to ensure 
repayment.
